"Whereupon the ollieer seemingly 


in command, waid it was 110 use to 
trouble tliat man, be seemed honest, 
aud fcaid lie didn't know the road to 
Dover and no information would be 
obtained by putting a guard on either 
side of him." 


'•The assembled suuad got into an 


argument and seeing i had an oppor- 
tunity to leave them, I gradually drew 
away aud wasn't interrupted. Whether 
that squad got to Dover J don't know, 
but by the facts developed biuce then 
J have presumed they were hunting 
J. E. B. .Stuart'.-, cavalry.''

The flag 


The Significance of Japan's Naval 


Victory. 


The current of history and progress 


has !>eeu turned irom the West to the 
Ea-st by the battle of the yea of Japan. 
Jt is one uf the decisive buttles of the 
world, lit to rank on sea with Salamis 
and Act in 01 and the destruction of the 
Spanish armada : with Marathon aud 
Waterloo aud the Yalu on land. The 
decisive battles of history are not 
thobe in which the losses have been 
heaviest or the captures the greatest, 
but those which have effected the fate 
of the belligerents, and through them 
the entire world. Had Medina Sid- 
onia routed Howard and Drake, Eng- 
land would have come under the rule 
of Spain : and what that would have 
meant not only to England but tu all 
the world the history of the past three 
centuries tells us. Had Xapoleou de- 
feated Wellington at Waterloo, the 
entire coutiueut. possibly England as 
well, would have come under the 
dominion ot the Corsicau. Had Rus- 
sia deleated the Japanese at the cross- 
ing of the Yalu, aud driven them back 
as Hannibal did Semprouius at the 
Trebbia. and Huvaroff the French at 
the same place two thousand years 
later, the history of ,the past year 
would uot have been written. Had 
Rojestvensky and nut Toga, been the 
victor in the Straits of Corea. all the 
valor aud sacrifices of Japan would 
have counted as nothing. 


The moral no less than the political 


effect or" this victory is so tremendous 
that the world will not immediately 
realise all that it means. All Asia 
will be quickened by it. A new pride 
will be born in the Asiatic, who under 
a deep humility veils a consuming 
pride. The Asiatic can have no real 
S3'nipathy for the Aryan ; why should 
he? The white mail has laid a heavy 
hand upon the yellow man aud the 
brown uiau ; he has treated him as an 
inferior, pillaged him aud bullied 
him. Against the might of the white 
mau the Asiatic was powerless, and 
the invincibility of the white mau on 
the sea was a conviction so firmly 
established that no Asiatic dared to 
believe that it couid ever be over- 
thrown.
